People came rushing out from the bank,
in tron the street and down from the offices
on the upper floors of the building The
first toarrive saw an old man clinging flercely
to the legs of a smooth-faced, well dressed
man of about 30, who was dragging the old
man down the steps and vainly trying to
shake himself free from the grip that was
holding him by the ankles. The stairway and
the floor of the hall was strewn with silver
quarter dollars from a partly emptied can-
vas bag which lay upon the stairs

The spectators came to the old man's assist-
ance, and the man who was trying so des-
perately to escape was hustled into the bank
and held there while the old man, who sald
he was a bank messenger, told how the pris-
oner had assaulted him and tried to rob him
of the $100 in silver quarters he was carrying
{n his hands, and, presumably, of the $2,000
in bank notes he had in his inside pocket.
The bank messenger was George F. Mellert
of 881 Brook avenue, in The Bronx, employed
as a collector and messenger by the Bronx
Bank at 176th street. He is 05 years old.

Mellert sald that he had just left the Twelfth
ward Bank after transacting his business
there and was on his way to a tollet room
on an upper floor when he recelved a blow
on the head. As he was reeling from the
elfect of it he was struck again and the bag
of silver coln he was carrying was snatched
from his hands, but fell on the floor. He
was knocked down by the last blow he re-
celved, but seized Lis assallant by the legs
and held on to him.

The scattered coin was picked up to the
lust quarter by the bystanders and restored
to Mellert, and word was sent to the East
126th street police station just around the
corner. Detectives Carter, Bolz and Conner
came around to the bank double quick, and
put the young man whom Mellert accused
under arrest. On the stairway where the
struggle occurred they found a file broken in
three pleces. It had been a handieless flle
about a foot long and an inch wide at its
broadest part  Near it was a roilled-up plece
of newspaper which looked as thougn it
might have been used to wrap the tie in for
conuvenlenve ln carrying

Mellert, beyond u couple of glight bumps
on his head, was unhurt, although he was
badiy shaken by his fail and his brief but

QUEEN REGENT OUTLINES THEM IN LAST
OFFICIAL SPEECH TO THE CORTES.

King Will Assume Sovereignty Next May —New
Measures Dictated by Hitter Experience
~Army and Navy Reforms-—For Gool
Relations With Spanish-American Countries.

Special Cabdle Despatch to THE SUN.

Mapnip, June 11, =More than usual in-
tereat was manifested in the npening of the
Cortes to-day, inasmuch as it was the last
occasion on which Queen Regent Christina
will perform the funetion.  The new Cortes
has just been elected for five years, and
King Alfonso, who will attain his majority
next May, will then assume sovereignty.

The Queen Regent in her opening speech
referred to the impending termination of
the Ragency and announced important
measures that would bo submitted to the
Cortes, These, she said, were in conso-
nance with the lessons taught by bitter
experienco and were in conformity with the
desires of the country,

‘I'he speech set forth a number of internal
measures, declared the necessity for the
reorganization of the army and navy,
securing an efficlent rather than a large
army, and promoting naval construction.

The Government also proposed to reform
the currency, and would submit measures
endowing the Treasury with resources
enabling it to dispense with paper and
repay the advances made by the Dank of
Spain. It would further aim to complete
the conversion into perpetual 4 per cent,
bonds of the Cuban and Philippine bonds,
redeemable 4 per cents., and the unsealed
foreign debt.

In her allusion to foreign affairs the
Queen Regent cited as proof of Spain’s
excellent international relations the dvtion
of Sefor de Cologan as dean of the Diplo-
matic Corps at Pekin. IHer Majesty added
that the Government would specially de-
voto itsell to cultivating goods relationa
with the Spanish-American countries.

AGED MURDERER SURRENDERS.

Man of 84 Says That He and His Sen Counspired
to Kill Twe Men —-Was Hunted Four Days.

Mresmpuis, Tenn, June 1l.—Joseph M
Wright, pursued by bloodhounds through
swamps and oune brakes for four days, sur-
rendered early this morning to the Memphis
police. He is wanted for murdering Albert
Brumley and fatally wounding A. J. Hunt
at Covington, In Randolph county. He
intanded to kill Hunt and a man named Bloom,
but instead killed Bruniley, a bystander

This afternoon Wright made a confession,
anying thathewasat home when the crime was
comuitted: and that there was a conspiracy
| between himseM and his youngest son, James,
aged 24, to kill Hunt and Bloom. A part of
the conspiracy was that he and his son should
engage in a sham fight in the presence of
Hunt and Bloorn, and kill them both

Later the son, he says, killed Hunt and
fatally wounded Brumiey. Wright says he
fled to avold being lynched, and walked
all the way to Memphis. He Is 84 years old
When returned to the scene of the crime,
the son will be arrestoed at once. Covington
has been wrought up since the crime, and
people say they will meto out justice without
the ald of a court
